

COUNTY FIGHTS FOR WATER WITH HANDS TIED

M ORE water in the upper counties on the Santa Ana river; less 
water in Orange county. 

Vast spreading works on the Santa Ana river and its tribu¬ 
taries in the upper counties, to hold back and store flood water 
whieh otherwise might come to Orange county. 

A study of the water situation today showed that Orange 
county must fight for its share of the flood waters, with its hands 
tied. It has no place to store its water. As long as it cannot take 
care of its supply, the law does not allow it to insist on its rights. 

* * ♦ 

A FTER five years oi open use of water, the user gets legal title 
to it. Even though the water originally might have belonged 
to someone else, after five years of use, the appropriator can de¬ 
fend his claim against the world. That is why the upper counties 
are lending their help to defeat the flood control bonds. 

From Redlands comes the information that water storage 
conditions in the mountains and valleys are better than for several 
years. Levels in most of the wells are higher, indicating more 
water in the underground basin, the Redlands report says. 


|KANGE COUNTY has read about water spreading, but few 
people have seen the vast works which have been erected on 


virtually every stream which is tributary to the Santa Ana river, 
and on the river itself. 

There are 10 or a dozen canyons from which storm and flood 
water flow into the San Bernardino basin. On all of these are com¬ 
plete and efficient spreading works. Looking down one of the can¬ 
yons an observer sees row after row of rock walls across the 
stream bed. 


Many of these spreading works have been built in recent 
years. Final title to the water has not been established. If Orange 
county had a place to store its share of this water, it could have it. 

In contrast to conditions in the upper counties, official records 
in this county show continually lowering water levels. The under¬ 
ground basin is being depleted. In some cases it is close to sea 
level. 

Records in, the office of M. N. Thompson, flood control engi¬ 
neer, show that one well in Santa Ana has dropped since 1917 
from 10 feet below ground to a 102-foot static level. When this 
well is being pumped it goes down to 124 feet. Sea level is 106 feet 
below ground at that point. 

A well at Villa Park in 1922 was 197 feet below ground. It is 
now 310 feet down. Sea level is at 318 feet. 

A well on the Carroll and Wallace ranch on Lincoln avenue 
three-eighths of a mile east of Magnolia avenue was an artesian 
well in 1895. In 1921 it was 34 feet below ground. It is now 103 feet

Water levels in the wells around Redlands in San Bernar¬ 
dino county are substantially higher than last year. 

Levels in Orange county wells are going down an average 
of at least two feet a year. 

The upper counties on the Santa Ana river have erected 
vast spreading works to sink into their underground basin flood 
waters »hi< otherwise might come to Orange county. 

Orange county cannot rlaim its share of this water because 
it has no place to store it; much of it would have to waste into 
the ocean. In the meantime the upper counties are establishing 
legrl title to this flood water. 

Some Orange county wells are dangerously close to sea 
level arid salt water. Several are below. One Santa Ana well 
draws flown to 124 feet while pumping. Sea level is at 106 feet. 


B ETWEEN these dykes the channel is intricately carved with 
ditches. When the water flows over a dyke, it runs through 
these winding channels, back and forth across {he stream bed. 
While it is thus held back, a large part of the water sinks into the 
basin below By the time the flow has passed the last dyke, the 
underground basin has been greatly replenished. 

On the Santa Ana river itself, above San Bernardino, there is 
a spreading ground two miles wide and six miles long, laced with 
winding channels. The work is complicated and efficient. It re¬ 
quired careful planning, foresight and money. But the upper coun¬ 
ties report water storage conditions are better than for several 
years.

Making concessions to avoid any 
prolonged hitch in preparationr 
flo. tonight's million-dollar heavy¬ 
weight battle, the managers of 
Joe Louis today agreed to the use 
of specially made gloves after a 
bitter argument marked by a dra¬ 
matic threat by Max Baer to call 
off the fight. 

Baer scored two important 
points during a stormy session in 
the downtown offices of the state 
athletic commission which follow¬ 
ed the weighing-in. 

During the height of the 
deadlock over what kind of 
gloves were to be used, the for¬ 
mer heavyweight champion 
stalked abruptly out of the 
meeting, shouting, “the fight's 
off," hut his manager, Ancil 
Hoffman, remained to get the 
concessions that Max wanted. 

John Roxborough and Julian 
Black, the co-managers of Louis, 
not only agreed tc adopt the spe¬ 
cial type of glove desired by Baer 
but conceded the use of addition¬ 
al bandages and tape on the 
hands, thus in effect yielding to 
Max's desire for all possible pro¬ 
tection of his previously damaged 
fists.

The special gloves to be used 
tonight feature a protective in¬ 
sert of leather for each thumb. 
They are also designed with the

SACRAMENTO, Sept. 24. UP) 
William B. Shearer, 74 years old, 
former state senator and for 13 
years a trusted employe in the 
state treasurer's office, was ac¬ 
cused of grand theft of $346 in 
a complaint signed late yesterday 
by A. Q. Robinson, deputy treas¬ 
urer. 

Actually, said Charles G. John¬ 
son, state treasurer, the asserted 
peculations of Mr. Shearer, 
stretching over a period of at 
least three or four years, will to¬ 
tal $24,813.65, accumulated by 
thefts of $100 or so at a time. 

Search for Him 

Police in Sacramento and Oak¬ 
land already were engaged in an 
intensive hunt for Mr. Shearer, 
who disappeared last Wednesday, 
but no trace of him has been 
picked up since he left a train at 
Berkeley. Mr. Johnson said he 
believed the white-haired former 
cashier has committed suicide. 

The alleged defalcation was dis¬ 
covered last Thursday, a day aft¬ 
er Mr. Johnson had ordered Mr. 
Shearer to take his first vacation 
in 13 years, but not announced 
until yesterday. The treasurer 
said Mr. Shearer had appeared 
highly nervous for several days 
and fellow employes said he be¬ 
came sick when he learned a long¬ 
standing system of handling cash 
was to be revised. 

Shift Uncovers Thefts 

It was this change of accounting 
methods which quickly uncovered 
the shortage and explained a pre¬ 
vious deficiency of more than 
$5000 in the treasurer's accounts 
last January. 

Meanwhile, Detective Sergeant 
Ralph Towers filed a report that 
M. Shearer had played the races 
for a long period, wagering from 
$5 to $150 on a race. He also sent 
small sums of money to an oil

GENEVA, Sept. 24. (JP) — The 
Ttalo-Ethiopian committee of the 
League of Nations today gave up 
its efforts to prevent war in East 
Africa and prepared to throw the 
whole critical situation into the 
lap of the league council. 

The body, composed of Great 
Britain, France, Spain, Poland and 
Turkey, decided unanimously to 
submit to the council an historical 
report describing its activities in 
narrative form. 

The council is expected to re¬ 
ceive the report Thursday morn¬ 
ing, and Italian sources indicated 
thjt when the council meets the 
Italian delegation probably will be 
absent. 

It was explained that such ab¬ 
stention would be in pursuance of 
the Italian policy of not participat¬ 
ing in discussions of the Ethiopian 
question when Ethiopians are like¬ 
ly to speak at the council table.

Walter M Erickson, 21, Los 
Angeles, charged with negligent 
homicide, as the result of a traf¬ 
fic fatality Sunday, was arraign¬ 
ed before Justice of the Peace K. 
E. Morrison today, and will have 
his preliminary hearing Oct. 2. 
Bail was set at $1500. The negli¬ 
gent homicide charge is the first 
to be tried in Santa Ana under 
section 500 of the new motor ve¬ 
hicle code.

Any attempt to control walnut 
surpluses by curtailment of the 
crop will meet with opposition 
from growers, it was indicated 
yesterday by A J. McFadden of 
this city. Mr. McFadden assailed 
such a program at yesterdays 
meeting of a federal agricultural 
adjustment board at Berkeley, 
which is hearing arguments on 
walnut crop control. Another ses¬ 
sion was scheduled for this after¬ 
noon. 

Mr. McFadden, who is president 
of the Irvine Walnut Growers as¬ 
sociation and first vice president 
of the California Walnut Growers 
association, said any restriction 
of a tree crop like walnuts is diffi¬ 
cult if not impossible without a 
marked loss to growers. He said 
adjustment, if any, should be 
made at the market end of the 
system, an Associated Press story 
reported. 

"It requires many years to reach 
a production stage in walnut 
growing," said Mr. McFadden. 
"When consumer demand falls, as 
it has, market supplies must he 
adjusted rather than production, 
and a means devised for prevent¬ 
ing a surplus adversely affecting 
the primary market." 

The board, Earl J Smith and 
J. Marvin Kelly, both of Wash¬ 
ington, said that after today's 
hearing they will submit a report 
to Secretary of Agriculture Wal¬ 
lace. The hearing is to formulate 
crop production agreements to 
prevent an over-supply.

The prelate received the offi¬ 
cial greeting of secular authori¬ 
ties at a civic reception last night, 
when Postmaster General James 
A. Farley read a letter to Bishop 
Joseph Schrembs of Cleveland, 
president of the congress, from 
President Roosevelt. 

"Conferences and religious as¬ 
semblies such as your letter 
Bpeaks of are vitally necessary for 
the welfare of our people and our 
■ation,” the President wrote. 

The cabinet member, addressing 
the 17.000 in the audience, said 
that "perhaps never in the history 
of the world, and never in the 
history of our country, haR it been 
more fitting to render public 
adoration to God than it is today.” 

"The world today is filled with 
Unrest,” he continued. “The rulers 
of nations are seemingly wholly 
concerned with material things.”

Underground Supply Faces Threat Of Actual 
Exhaustion, Declares Official; Cheapest Plan 
To Conserve Flood Waste, He Says 


DEMONSTRATING WARDS DAY-IN AND DAY-OUT 
VALUES IN SHOES FOR ALL THE FAMILY. . . .

About $450,000 damage was done 
to the highways, bridges, storm 
drains and other public improve¬ 
ments or property. 

YVith the population and val¬ 
ues more than doubled since 
1916; with the puhlie investment 
quadrupled in roads, bridges and 
other improvements, a repitl- 
tion of a flood such as that of 
1916, would probably do three 
or four times the damage sus¬ 
tained from 
such flood 


The Santa Ana river basin, and 
adjacent areas drawing water 
from the basin, contain the bulk 
of Orange county's population and 
comprises the major part of the 
county's assessed valuation. It is 
estimated this area uses 200.000 
acre feet of water a year. The 
annual overdraft from the basin 
is about 50,000 acre feet or 25 per 
cent of the total consumption. 
Taking this large volume of water 
annually from the underground 
storage has been going on for 
more than 25 years During this 
time, probably a million acre feet 
of water has been taken from this 
reserve in excess of water re¬ 
turned to storage. 

This has resulted in lowering 
the water tables in the main 
pumping basin from 75 to 100 feet 
during the last 25 years. In turn 
these lower water levels have cost 
the people of the cities and the 
farmers hundreds of thousands of 
dollars annually for deepening 
wells. buying more powerful 
pumping equipment, and for in- | 
creased gas and electric power 
required to raise the water from 
these lower levels. 

Many Wells Dry 

The most serious and alarming 
consequence in taking this great 
volume of water from the reserve 
storage in excess of what is an¬ 
nually restored, is the threat of 
actual exhaustion of the under- J 
ground supply. Many wells over 
the county have already reached j 
dry bottoms. Other wells that j 
still have water are so deep as to 
make it unprofitable for the farm¬ 
er and costly for the cities to 
pump their supplies. 

The county of Orange now 
has a population and develop¬ 
ment from 20 to 25 per cent 
greater than can he sustained 
without additional water. The 
cheapest and most immediate 
supply available for the county 
Is the conservation of the flood 
waters that periodically waste 
into the ocean. Over a long 
period of time this run-off has 
been averaging, including all 
the streams of the county, close 
to 50,000 acre feet annually. 

Conservation of this water will j 
accomplish two vastly important 
purposes. First, it will offset the 
overdraft from the underground 
storage. Secondly, it will insure 
the county against flood damage. 

None for Future Growth 

With a complete program of 
conservation accomplished, there i 
will still be no more water than 
required to maintain our present : 
development. No water would be j 
available for future growth in the 
county, except the surplus water i 
of Trabuco and San Juan creeks 
could be used for further develop¬ 
ment of the adjacent agriculture . 
land and settlement along the 
south coast of Orange county. 

If the county is to have an op¬ 
portunity to increase its popula¬ 
tion and put additional acreage 
under cultivation, wp must seek 
to get water from other sources. 
The source most likely to afford 
some additional supply is the 
Colorado river. However, the 
availability of this supply is un¬ 
certain. 

It would be much more costly j 
than the water gained by the pro- i 
posed water conservation program 
and the quality is. to say the least, ' 
poor. This water carries, accord- j 
ing to governmental data, 1.2 tons! 
of solids, mostly salts, to the acre ■ 
foot. Consequently even if this: 
supply were available in the maxi- , 
mum quantities desired and at a 
satisfactory price, it would still 1 
be necessary to restrict its use to 
a relatively small percentage of 
the total consumption. 

Mojave Possible Source 

A second possible source of sup¬ 
ply is the Mojave river. This 
Mojave watershed has an unused 
supply of about 40 000 acre feet. 
This supply might conceivably be 
brought into the upper Santa Ana 
river basin by tunnelling through 
the mountain. Under the most 
favorable circumstances to get 
this water into the populous and 
cultivated areas of the Santa Ana 
river basin would be a costly prop¬ 
osition. With the history of the 
Owens valley in mind, it would re¬ 
quire great optimism to hope to 
get this water from the other side 
of the mountain without bitter liti¬ 
gation. 

Even if this should be accom¬ 
plished the result would only be 
achieved by costly and extended 
negotiations between the three 
counties of Orange, Riverside and 
San Bernardino. The city of Pasa¬ 
dena for a long time had an op¬ 
tion on this water, hut abandoned 
the idea of seeking water from 
the Mojave, realizing the effort 
would be frought with most se¬ 
rious, if not insuperable difficul¬ 
ties. 

Assuming these difficult ne¬ 
gotiations and legal questions 
Involved could be satisfactorily 
settled, and that Riverside, San 
Bernardino and Orange counties 
divided the Mojave water be¬ 
tween them, Orange county’s 
share of about 13,000 acre feet 
would be not more than 30 per 
cent of the water conserved 
under our county conservation 
and flood control program. 

The second half of our county 
program is flood control, and is of 
almost the same vital importance 
as conservation. 

That 1916 Flood 

The population has more than 
doubled since a serious flood has 
ravaged the county. In 1916, with 
a population and valuation less 
than half what it is at present, 
there was property damage done, 
conservatively estimated at two 
and a quarter million dollars, or 
more than one-third the total cost 
to the county of this entire pro¬ 
gram. More than $1,800,000 dam¬ 
age was done to private property j

that flood. One 
now would' cause 
more loss to the county than 
our entire share of the cost of 
the conservation and flood con¬ 
trol project. 

This program is overdue by at 
least 10 years. Within another 
10 years it is unlikely that values 
would sustain the financing neces¬ 
sary to carry out the necessary 
conservation and flood control 
program. It is expected that the 
government will put up $6,374,000 
which takes care of about two- 
thirds of the construction cost, 
leaving the county to put up 
S3,220.000 toward construction and 
an estimated $3,400,000 for rights- 
of-way. 

Tells Rights-of-Way Costs 

While these items for rights-of- 
way are required to be set up in 
the call for the bona issue of 
$6,620,000, we know for a practi¬ 
cal certainty that this sum is far 
in excess of what the cost will be 
to the county. It is not expected 
that the county's total cost will 
exceed five and three-quarters mil¬ 
lion dollars at the outside, or 
somewhat less than half the total 
cost. 

It is not necessarily good policy 
to accept a grant of money which 
entails the taxpayers to match 
the grant. Under such circum¬ 
stances we are entitled to look a 
gift horse in the face. But hav¬ 
ing looked him in the face, and 
after making a complete examina¬ 
tion of the gift horse, if we can 
realize that he will carry more 
than half of the load which is 
ours already, a load we cannot es¬ 
cape carrying, we should accept 
said gift horse with alacrity and 
welcome the privilege of carrying 
our reduced load. 

It’s Coming Anyhow 
Without a federal grant, the 
people of Orange county will face, 
in a very short timp, the neces¬ 
sity of carrying out such a pro¬ 
gram as we now have before us 
and entirely at the county’s ex¬ 
pense. The only other choice 
would be to reduce our population 
and agricultural production by at 
least 25 per cent, as the annual 
average water put into the stor¬ 
age basins will not sustain more 
than 75 per cent of our present 
population and cultivated land. 
Even so the county would be en¬ 
dangered by floods. 

And without dams to conserve 
our water and to prevent flood 
damage we can except the ujqs*r 
counties of Riverside and San 
Bernardino to continue their 
water spreading projects and 
otherwise intercept and appro¬ 
priate water from the upper 
Santa Ana river basin, until 
eventually Orange county’s 
water supply would be restrict¬ 
ed to the rain actually falling 
on its own soil. Until we are in 
a position to conserve the run¬ 
off water from the Santa Ana 
river we would have little 
standing in court or anywhere 
else in seeking to prevent the. 
upper counties from their 
spreading operations, designed 
to prevent this river water 
reaching Orange county. 

The two major problems of 
needed water conservation and 
flood control combined, present 
the most important and serious 
issue that the people of this coun¬ 
ty have ever faced. 

The Objectives 

Conservation and prevention of 
flood damage constitute the long- 
range economic and social ob¬ 
jectives of this program. How¬ 
ever, the incidental benefits and 
advantages or what we might call 
the by-products of the program, 
are within themselves of vast im¬ 
portance. That these incidental 
advantages are tremendous will be 
recognized when it is known that 
upwards of 4000 men will be re¬ 
quired for over a year to com¬ 
plete the construction of the eight 
dams, and three auxiliary projects 
in the program. 

With this program completed 
the 10-cent tax rate levied by the 
county flood control district could 
be cut 7 or 8 cents. The relief 
program of the county could be 
reduced to reflect a 4 or 5-cent 
reduction in the tax rate. In other 
words, the approximate rate of 20 
cents which would be required for 
the interest and the retirement of 
the bonds at the beginning, could 
directly be offset by a 12 cents 
reduction in the items alone men¬ 
tioned. We would then have a 
net increase in the tax rate due 
to the bonds of only 8 cents, 
tan Afford Necessities 
However, by a careful scrutiny 
of public expenditures by the 
county and cities, economies can 
be affected without injury to pub¬ 
lic service which would keep tax¬ 
payers' bills within last year's fig¬ 
ures even after the interest and 
sinking fund for the water bonds 
have been provided. This the tax¬ 
payers should demand. The public 
should see that necessities which 
include first of all water conserva¬ 
tion and flood control is given 
preference over the mere desires 
for public service which can not 
be afforded. We can afford what 
is necessary, but we cannot always 
afford what we want. 

In addition to the prevention of 
flood damage, soil erosion and 
conservation of water which are 
permanent advantages, the fact 
that approximately 13 million dol-

lars in cash from the outside 
would be spent in Orange county 
within about one year, would give 
such a stimulus to business that 
the evils of unemployment, in¬ 
adequate volume of business, tax 
delinquencies and the distressing 
inability of the workers and small 
business men to meet their obli¬ 
gations would be largely solved 
as immediate problems and in 
many respects permanently re¬ 
duced or eliminated. 

Three Cities Realize 

The cities of Santa Ana, Ana¬ 
heim and Fullerton contain almost 
half of the county's population 
and probably 90 per cent of the 
county's business. These three 
largest cities of the county joined 
the Metropolitan Water district, 
realizing that their own water 
supply was rapidly diminishing, 
together with that of the whole 
county. 

These cities who are sustained 
by the agriculture of the county 
and the trade from the smaller 
towns undoubtedly realize that 
their lot and interests cannot lie 
separated from the rest of the 
county, and that without the 
business produced from outside 
their corporate limits, that they 
like the lumber towns of the 
northwest and the mining towns 
of other western states would be 
doomed to become ghost cities. 

Farms abandoned because of 
lack of water, or property de¬ 
stroyed by floods would reduce 
the total assessed valuation of the 
county resulting in higher taxes 
for the cities or districts escaping 
such injury. 

In conclusion, if the people of 
this county can only realize that 
water is the chief essential to any 
sustained development or value; 
that it is the very key to stability 
of city and farm alike; that our 
fine system of highways, elaborate 
schools, citrus groves, business 
blocks, and homes are without 
value unless there is water for 
their use, then the voters, without 
hesitation, will demand that which 
they must have—WATER AND 
SECURITY.

Col. C. E. Bowers. Des Moines, 
Iowa, today reported to police 
that he was attacked by two 
holdup men as he walked alonp 
the streets early today, knocked 
unconscious and robbed of $3750 
in currency.

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“SIMPLE ARITHMETIC” 

I N A SPECIAL appeal to voters in Santa Ana, Anaheim 
and Fullerton, an advertisement from the so-called 
Associated Water Users of Orange county, printed in The 
Journal yesterday, glorifies the advantages of the Metro¬ 
politan Water District and tells the farmer what a fine 
thing it will be for him. 

The advertisement asserts that because the three 
cities will receive approximately 22,000 acre feet annually 
from the Metropolitan system there will be plenty of 
water for domestic purposes and for irrigation as well. 
“Simple arithmetic,’’ they tell us, is used to show that 
7,000 acre feet now used by the three cities will be turned 
back into the water basin when the Metropolitan system 
is finished, and that the difference between this and the 
22,000 acre feet available will mean an excels of 15,000 
acre feet for irrigation. 

This is reassuring, or would be if it would take care 
of present needs. The facts are that it won’t begin to, 
even if the scheme worked out as its backers say it would. 

Unbiased engineers who have given the subject care¬ 
ful study agree that the present overdraft on water in 
Orange county is 40,000 acre feet a year. The addition 
of 22.000 acre feet subtracted from the overdraft of 40,000 
acre feet leaves a shortage still of 18,000 acre feet, if our 

“simple arithmetic” is correct. 

* * * 

A DDED to this is the fact that there is no assurance 
whatever of the grower having permanent use of any 
Metropolitan surplus, should there, by some miracle, be 
any. It is a well-established fact that domestic needs will 
have first call, and the grower, on whom we depend to 
supply the wealth of the county, will have to look else¬ 
where. 

And nobody from Metropolitan district has told us 
what the cost of water for irrigation purposes will be. 
Nobody has told us what the cities will charge the 
farmers for the amount of water they turn back after 
they get the Metropolitan supply. Nobody has told us 
even what we are to pay for domestic water from the 
Metropolitan. We know what the capital cost will be. 
How it is to be doled out, and what we are to put up for 
it, are still matters studiously avoided. We would like 

some “simple arithmetic” on that.

NO MORE SANTA CLAUS? 

S INCE the wrecking of the Geneva disarmament con¬ 
ference eight years ago the U. S. navy has played 
Santa Claus for the warship builders who did th« 
wrecking. 

Now, however, it appears that the admirals are weary 
of the masquerade. 

They have rejected all bids on a 10,000-ton cruiser, 
the lowest of which was $15,525,000, the highest, $17, 
920,000. (They did, though, award a contract for a 
14,700-ton aircraft carrier at 21 million dollars when they 
paid only 19 million dollars for a 20,000-ton carrier in 
1933.) 

In the boom days of 1927-29, with labor and material 
at the peak, the navy paid $8,673,000 for a 10,000-ton 
cruiser. 

The company which put in the present bid of $17,- 
920,000 offered in 1932 to build just such a ship for 
$9,525,000. 

With labor and material prices dropping after the 
crash, the warship builders kept boosting prices. The 
admirals never complained. 

The only break came in 1932 when Bethlehem Ship¬ 
building took a cruiser for $8,196,000. It was not, how¬ 
ever the depression that brought the price down. It was* 
that rarity among our warship-builders—genuine com¬ 
petition. 

An outsider had entered the bidding. To meet this 
"emergency,” according to testimony before the senate 
munitions committee, Eugene Grace, head of Bethlehem ■ 
Steel Corp., told the manager of Bethlehem Shipbuilding: , 

“Wakeman, you are authorized to use your judgment, < 
and be sure to get the work.” 

This resulted in slashing about three million dollars , 
from Bethlehem’s price. The interloper was squeezed out. i 
The next year prices were back to $11,677,000, though 
steel had dropped to $1.61 per 100 pounds from $1.88 in 
the boom.
